Nikolai Lenine, lawyer, pamph­ 
leteer,andfinally dictator of all Rus­ 
sia, was the organizer and chief 
exponent of the movement which 
became known as Bolshevism, and 
which he characterized 
as 
“the 
great experiment; the 
Dictatorship 
of the Proletariat* 
The career of this short, plump, 
bald-headed little man, who turned 
Russia topsy turvy and probably 
as much influenced the other na­ 
tions of the world as any other 
men of his century, was full of ad­ 
venture from his boyhood. He was 
a revolutionist at school, at the 
academy, at his university, and ev­ 
er afterward. 
Lenine’s real name was Vladimir 
Illitch Ulianoff. He was born April 
24, 1870 in the town of Simbrisk, 
ofa bourgeois family with a pro­ 
nounced T artar strain, reflected in 
Lenine’s high cheek 
bones 
and 
slightly slanting, cynical eyes. His 
father was responsible master at a 
communal school at Simbirsk and 
was very well known among the 
school teachers of his district. Le­ 
nine himself attended the 
high 
school at Simbirsk, 
and 
by 
a 
strange 
coincidence 
his 
principal 
was the father of Alexander Ker­ 
ensky,whom Lenine afterward over­ 
threw to become Premier of Rus­ 
sia. 
The spirit of revolution against 
the Czar entered into practically ev­ 
ery Russian school in those days, 
and Lenine, with some of his com­ 
panions,is said to have smuggled 
the works of Karl Marx on social­ 
ism into the school and to have 
read them with all the secret fear 
of discovery that American! school 
boys have of being caught with * 
dime novel hidden behind 
their 
geographies. M. Kerensky reported 
that Lenine was a very studious pu­ 
pil, introspective in his thoughts 
and shy in his relations with his 
schoolmates. When Lenine was 17 
his eldest brother, Alexander Ulian­ 
off, was sentenced to death and 
hanged for an attempt upon. the 
life of Czar Alexander II. which 
was organized by a terroristic or­ 
ganization of which he was a prom­ 
inent member. 
Lenine Terrorist 
Lenine himself never was a mem­ 
ber of any terroristic organization, 
but a desire to avenge hie broth­ 
er’s death is said to have ruled his 
life. His active regolutiqnary work 
began in the early 9o’s, when he 
entered the University of Kazan, 
from which he was expelled one 
month later for participating in a 
students’ revolutionary 
movement,

coins 
now 
being 
minted are to be put into circula­ 
tion in 
the spring, according to 
Commissar for Finance Sokolnikoff 
They will be used for fractional 
currency, while the “cherovonetz," 
ortenr ruble gold note of the state 
bank will serve as a monetary unit. 
The government has had silver 
money prepared for many months, 
but hesitated to issue it because of* 
the natural inclination of the peas­ 
ant to stow coins away. Gold coins 
also have been minted, but prob­ 
ably will not be put into general 
circulation. 
At the present time Russia has 
about 
250,000,000 
gold 
rubles 
worth of cherovonetza in circula­ 
tion, while the gold value of the 
paper money is only about one-fifth 
of that amount. It is planned to 
replace this latter by a gold guar­ 
antee. Additional guaranteed bank 
paper 
and silver 
money will be 
issued as assets warrant. During 
pre-war days, Russia 
had 
more 
than 
2,000,000,000 
gold 
rubles 
worth of coins and guaranteed pa­ 
per in circulation, or about eight 
times the money available at pres­ 
ent.

Always impatient of restraint, he 
would not obey the commands of 
his Russian physicians or the advice 
of his friends, and continued to 
work. In the autumn of 1922 he 
suffered a serious attack, and for 
a long time his life was despaired 
of. A number of timet he was re­ 
ported dying, but under pressure 
from his associates he at last con­ 
sented to take a rest in the coun­ 
try, and early in the year 1923 he 
appeared to 
be considerably 
im­ 
proved. However, from September, 
1922 onward, Lenine’s position in 
the Russian government was more 
that of a valued counsellor than 
that of a premier. He continued to 
propose policies, but seldom appear­ 
ed at meetings of the Council of 
Commissars. 
Physically Lenine was short, ra­ 
ther plump, with a thick, 
short
